JUDGE WALKER RENDERS OPINION 


In Pettis County Probate Judge D. E. 
Kennedy Has Operated Under 
the General Law and W ill 
Continue to Do So. 


Jefferson City, May 5.—Through an 


opinion filed by Judge Walker in the 


supreme court yesterday in a Calla­ 


way county case, it is held that the 


act of the last legislature giving pro­ 


bate conns in counties of fifty thous­ 


and inhabitants and under exclusive 


jurisdiction over delinquent children 
under 17 years of age, save in mur­ 
der cases, is 
unconstitutional 
an I 
void. 
Judge Walker says that, while this 
kind of legislation is commendable in 
a general way, yet this specific act 
would completely upset the organic 
laws of the state in tile matter of 
criminal jurisprudence. 
The court says, in declaring the 
ac: unconstitutional: 
“ Given a laudable purpose, the leg­ 
islature, looking only to results, pro­ 
ceeds to enact a substantive law em­ 
bodying a system of procedure ap­ 
plicable to certain counties, for the 
hearing and determination, of cases 
against infant offenders. 
W hile such 
legislation should he encouraged, it 
oannot he when it is, as in this case, 
in conflict with the organic law', and 
as a consequence out of accord with 
our entire system of criminal juris­ 
prudence.”

I he juvenile court law gave an • 
opportunity to'correct children charg­ 
ed with offenses, and

During the past year a number of 
children have been compelled to at­ 
tend school under the juvenile law 
that would not otherwise, and surely 
this is commendable. 
“ Possibly the next session of the 
general assembly will enact a substi­ 
tute for the juvenile court law that 
will withstand the scrutiny of the su­ 
preme court.”

terms and conditions. 
The speaker 
explained that the call is a drawing 
toward God—a desire to come near 
to Him. 
Some have it from birth, 
others get it at their mother’s knee. 
others through 
a 
hymn, 
a 
hook, 
through hearing the Scriptures, etc. 
Whatever thus points to Christ as the 
Way to God constitutes a call, an in­ 
vitation. 


Walking in the Narrow Way. 
Those who have heard 
Hie 
call, 
continued the Pastor, must learn that 
the first step is to turn away from 
on. 
Next they must learn that God 
has made provision through tile death 
of His Son whereby sins may be for­ 
given. 
To those who take these two 
steps the Savior says, ’‘If any man 
will come after Me, iet him deny him­ 
self. take up his cross ami follow 
Me.’’ 
The speaker explained that to 
deny one’s self is to give over one’s 
self-sufficiency, one’s desire to do his 
own will, and to accept instead the 
Divine will. 
It is just as if -he per­ 
son had died: he is no longer his 
own. 
He has died to all earthly am­ 
bitions, hopes, aims and desires, and 
receives in their stead new ambitions,

The Pastor next showed what it is 
o take up the cross. 
One jr-*t start­ 
ing in the narrow way to life will not 
know what his cross is to be.

gradually he will perceive that it is 
the crossing of self-will with the Di­ 
vine will. 
This will be manifest in 
various ways, which may not be fully 
understood at first; but if the conse­ 
cration was genuine, every trial will 
sooner or later prove to be a bless­ 
ing. and the child of God will learn 
ro rejoice in what once seemed to be 
tribulation.

This does not mean that the flesh 
is to be perfected, the Pastor claimed.

God well knows that in fallen human

< ndeavors to do right results from 
fleshly weakness, and is not counted 
as sin. 
Blit whatever wrong is done 
willingly is sin. 
The weakness of 
the flesh, of the fallen nature, are

righteousness . Therefore it is the 
New Creature’s privilege to go on 
from grace to grace, thus becoming 
more and more a copy of God’s dear 
Son. our Lord and Savior.

According to the Pastor, ell who 
have taken these steps have come 
into the Body of Christ, the Church 
which is composed of all ‘begot.ten of 
the Holy Spirit.

hindered, misrepresented, etc. While

One day in 
the week devoted to the Lord would 
satisfy the servant-house but the sou 
is pleased to give every day to bls Fa­ 
ther. “We are not under the law but 
under grace” (Romans 0:14). As goon 
as we begin to believe we begin to eu 
ter into our Sabbath rest of faith, and 
thenceforth, if we are faithful to the 
Lord, and abide in His love, our Sab 
bath never ends.

One dark and rainy night about 
the middle of March, Meshy, with j 
29 of his men, rode out of the Confed- 
erate lines, moved east to the railroad j 
and cut the telegraph wires, and then | 
slipped in between the Union pickets, I 
and finally entered the village in a di- \ 
rection almost opposite to that from 
which they had started. The sentinel, 
not dreaming of an enemy coming j 
from the rear, was a prisoner before 
he could level his gun. 
The little band continued on to 
the courthouse green, where they di­ 
vided, one party going to the tents 
to capture the Union soldiers, while 
tho other, headed by Mosby himself, 
went to the house in which Stough­ 
ton was sleeping. 
Mosby rang the bell, and it was an­ 
swered by an officer. He was seized 
and compelled to show the way to 
the general’s chamber on the floor 
above. 
Entering, Mosby awakened Stough­ 
ton by pulling off tlv? bedclothing 
As the general sat up, the Confeder­ 
ate leader, who had covered him with 
a pistol, asked: 
“Did you ever hear of Mosby?” 
“Of course,” 
growled 
Stoughton, 
“Have you caught him?” 
“No,” said Mosby, “but Mosby has 
caught you.”

ALFALFA AS A SOILING CROP 


Danger in Feeding It to Hungry Sheep 
and Cattle Unless Given in Mod­ 
erate Quantities. 


(By W. M. KELLY.) 
On most farms where only a few 
acres of alfalfa can be grown success­ 
fully I think the most will be realized 
from it, to cut the crop green and 
use for green feeding. 
It is the best 
soiling crop that we can grow' for all 
kinds of farm animals. There are few 
rations that cannot be improved both 
in economy and efficiency by the addi­ 
tion of alfalfa. 
When using it for soiling purposes 
there is danger in feeding it to hun­ 
gry sheep and cattle unless fed in 
moderate quantities after it has wilt­ 
ed. In my own practise I have found 
it safe to allow it to become wilted 
before feeding it to the sheep and 
cattle in the yards and stables. 
In this way w e can now mow' enough 
to last two or three days at a time, 
and haul it to the various feeding 
places for use when it is needed. 
It 
will keep in excellent condition if 
placed in cocks as soon as it is wilted 
and covered with cloth- or canvas. In 
this way it escapes drying to brittle­ 
ness and still keeps in ideal condition 
for feeding. 
There is no danger in feeding wilted 
alfalfa to sheep and cattle that have 
become gradually accustomed to eat­ 
ing it. 
Many feeders give it to their 
work teams, but it requires the best 
of judgment to keep work teams in 
good, vigorous condition and every 
change in the line of feeding should 
be gradual. 
It is a good plan to cut and cure 
the first cutting for hay, and then de­ 
pend upon the later cuttings to sup­ 
plement the pastures. 
A few acres 
of this valuable forage crop should be 
l established on every, stock fa na.
